Urging action on the part 
of county high school dis- 
tricts toward further con- 
sideration of the Union Jun- 
lor college proposal for 
Southern Orange county, 
state educaton officials to- 
day outlined necessary steps 
in forming the proposed 
union. 

_ Reporting that the problem of 
high school areas uniting with a 
previously formed junior college 
district is not a new one to Sac- 
ramento officials, education au- 
thorities indicated that success- 


ful arrangements have been com- 
pleted at Santa Rosa Union jun- 
ior college and other plants for 
unions similar to the proposed 
junction with Santa Ana jaysee. 
OUTLINE STEPS 

As outlined by the state, three 
steps must be followed before ac- 
tual coalition of the high school 
areas and the junior college is 
completed: 

(1) A petition requesting an- 
nexation to the junior college 
must be signed by the majority of 
heads of families in each district 
and presented to the county super- 
intendent of schools. 

(2) The approval of each dis- 
trict’s board of education to form 
the union must be tendered the 
superintendent. 

(3) The superintendent must 
transfer the petitions and school 
board decisions to the county 
supervisors who will make final 
decisions of the project. The an- 
nexation would then be complete. 
WOULD APPOINT BOARD 

Steps following formation of 
the union would be taken by a 
union boad of five members, who, 
in the case of Orange county, 
would be appointed by Ray Adkin- 
son, county superintendent of 
schools, from a group of nine dele- 
gates chosen earlier this month 
to represent each county high 
school interested in the project, 
the state reported.
